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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the communications: Preliminary Amendment and the 
application filed 12/21/2005. 

Claims 19-40 are presenting for examination. Claims 1-18 have been cancelled. Claims 
19-40 have been added. Claims 19 and 32 are independent Claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 19-3 1 drawn to subject matter including means or steps for developing 
or changing a document wherein one or more elements of it, e.g., text data, 
graphics data, control, or format codes, etc., are added, deleted, or modified, or 

including means or steps for storing such an altered document or the alteration, 
classified in class 715, subclass 255; and 

II. Claim 32-40 drawn to subject matter directed to management of distributed 
database data and file access and retrieval, and retrieval of database data and files 
from a centralized or remote site, classified in class 707, subclass 10. 
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3. The inventions are distinct, each from each other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility because it can be 
used in systems where an identification of where a selected region within a page of the 
physical document is located within the page is received by the user device and inserted 
into the record of the selections table, as opposed to Invention II, where a request for a 
page of the electronic document is sent to a server and the requested page of the 
electronic document is received from the server. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of 
the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 
37 CFR 1.104.
